reth. Theſc articles of agreement, being Aa 5004 


by them performed, were afterwardbroken and vio-

lared, as wellin keeping backe, and with-holding 


the ſaid frui:s and ſpices , which they weretyed ta 
deliuer to the Netherlands Company ; as allo en- 
forcing and robbing their Warehouſes, and con- 
trary to ſolemne treaty and promiſe, murthering at 
ſundry times and places,diuers of the pay an Of- 
ficers, Commitrces, and Seruants of thc ſaid Ne- 
therlands Company, in taking away diuers fimall 
Ship prouiſion, their open inuadiag of the places 
and Countries, withſtood alſo lately vnder the ſub- 
icction of the highand mighty , the States generall 
and in conquering the inhabitants thereof , whom 
witha ſtrong hand they forced from being Chriftt- 
ans to b:come Mores againe, or thoſe which with- 
ſtopd or gaine-ſaid them, they fold as Slaues , and 
in committing all kinde of peruerſe wickedneſſe and 
erechery:during which paſſages & doings,there was 
again cerfain contraCts on the atoreſaid conditions 
agrecd ypon, with the ſaid Bandaneſcis, as in May 
in the yeare 1616. by oneof the Netherlands Come 
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maunders called Law, and by their Goucrnour Gee *| 


nerall Lawrance Reaell, in the yearc 1617. which ine 
deed were ſhortly after broken and violated by the 


Bandaneſcis, and thatthrough the animaring by the 


Engliſh, who did openly ayde and aſſiſt thefore-ſaid 


Ilands, and maintained them in warrage , the Ne- 


therlands Company with viQuals , and Munition, 
great Ordnance, Men, and Ships, thereby to with- 
nold from vs the fruits and fpices, which the Ban- 


&ancſeis were tyed to delliier, In this ER :

;. generall force of Ships of Warre was ordained be- 
; rweene them, for the defence of both Companies in 
| theirrights, and the commerce which they had ob. 
; tained inthe Indies. 
' The ReduGtion of the wilful! Bandaneſeis vnto . 
| the Netherlands Camp,was hindred a ycare or two, 
,* through the aQuall proceedings which the Engliſh 
; In Banda it felfe, fince the yeare 1616. and after- | 
; wards in the yearc 1618. About the coaſt of Jaua, 
1 | and whole India through, by openhoftility did ar- 
; tempt: whereby the aforeſaid Bandaneſcis being en- 
; couraged, and made bolder, did withdraw them- 
7 ſelues wholly from vnder the ſubicfion of the Ca- 
hn. | Rleot Naſſaw,doing vnto vsandours all wrong and 
| hboftilicy, and with-ho!ding from vs their fruits (to 
| day) Nutmegs and Maces, which they did not my 
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ſell vnto the Engliſh, and to the Indians, but alis 
to the Portugalls, whoare both their and our Enc- 


mics, with whom they ſecke to make neerer aliance 
of friendſhip, as already in the great Iland named 
Banda, were come fifty or three ſcore Portugalls, 
who by ſome more affiſtance, wean the natu- 
rail force of the ſaid Tland,, would hauec beene ſuffi- 


cient to haue depriued both the Engliſh and the 


Nethcrlands Companie of the _— therein, and 
the fruits thereof, without hope hereafter to hauc 


any redreſle. 
In regard of thoſe inconueniences, after the pub- 


lication of the contract that was made,the General! 
of the Netherland company, in the common Coun« 
ſell for defence,(confilting of Engliſh-1nen and Ne- 
therlanders) propounded the:ncceſlity of the taking 
of Banda, asalſo of the redrefling and aſſuring of 


choſe Quarters, and of the trade in Amboyna and 
Moluccoes, to the which end, both che:Companics 
according to the contrat were bound together, to 


vicallthe force and powerthat he could,torthe pre- 


ſcruation of the places, as much. as concerned the 
erade, for both the Companies. And it appeareth 


by the Act-made by thole of the ſaid Counſcll for 


defence, bearing datethefirſt of Ianuary 1622. ſti 
zows, that the Engliſh Commirtics theredeclared, 
that the neceſſities of the buſmefle was well knowne 


ynto them ; as alſo that they were very willing " 
ther with vs, to doe ſome common exploit : butfor 
hatasthen, they wantcd both power and mcancs 


of

of men and ſhips, that they couldnot for thartime 
furniſhany thing towards theſame: Whereupon, 
the Netherlands Gouernour General! declared,char 
with the particular power of the Netherland Com- 
pany, he would take the ſame in hand, andeffett ir 
in ſuch manner,as God ſhould be plcaſed to proſper 


| his proccedings. 


And to that end,vponthe 13. of Tanuary,the Go- 
uernour Generall went from Iacotra to Amboyna, 
where he ariued,vpon the 14. of February,and from 
thence went to Banda, to the Caſtle of Naffaw, ly- 
ing in the land Nera, vp6 the 27. of February 1621, 
In the meane time, one of the Engltth Counſell for 
defence , that had been at Iacotra vpon the firſt of 
fanvuary r621. and was priuy to.the contrat made, 
lying then im Amboyna, when the Gouemour Ge- 
nerall wene from thence to Banda ; ſent Letters in 
eur owne Ships ro the Engliſh-men , lying in the 
fmall Hand Pulcron,and made knowne and diſcouc- 
red vnto thoſe of Banda, in what manner the Gene- 


rall of the Netherland Company , intcaded to aſ-7 


faile the grear Iland of Banda : and when the ſaid 
Gouernor Generall was come to the Fort of Nafſaw 
in Banda,, hee vuderſood that the Engliſh-men in 
Pulcron, :had ayded them of the Towne of Lontor, 
in the great Tland of Banda, with 4.Pecces of great 


Ordnance x and that if they had had longer time, 
that che entrance of the Generall of. the Nether- 


ſands Army mto Eantor Haucn, ſhould hauc becne 
krand withſtood by a great batrery. As alſo that 
ſome Engliſhmen in Lan 
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ours and (according to the contra&)cheir enemics, 
both with counſel] and force, encouraging them 
with their preſence, and aotwichſtanding that the 
ſaid Gencrall required the ſaid Engliſhmen of Zx- 
for to leaue the Towne, for the cauſes and reaſons a- 
forcſaid.as alſo for that they themſelues, according 
ro the contraCt and Order made by the Counſell of. 
Defence, before that time might not buy any Fruit 
in Molucqu:s, Amboins, and Bexda, as aftcr the pub- 
lication of the Contract they might doc, and that 
onely rogether,and in common places with the Ne- 
therlanders,yer ſome few of them ſtayed ſtill with 
chem of Banda our common enemies. Notwith- 
Aanding aiſo that the Gouernour Generall prote- 
ſted, that hce was not therein to be blamed, if by 
ehatmcanes any hurt weredone vnto them, being 
among & with our common cenemiecs, from whom 
they ſhould & ought to hauc ſeperated themſclues. 

Firſt, tho Gyucrnors Generall,determined to af- 
{ayle the great Iſland of 3arde on the South fide, 
(by ſome called Lowor , becauſe the principall 
Towneis ſo called) by land ina place called Zachny, 
and to that end cauſed the Ship called the Hur: to 
Anckor thereabouts, which lay not long there, but 
it was ſhot at by an Engliſh piece of Ordinance, 
whereby our men wereforced to tow the ſaid Ship 
 witha Galley from the ſhore, and to leaue two An- 
ckors and rwo Cables behinde them, or clſe ithad 
beene in great danger of fincking or burning, our 
men af{uring vs, that an Engliſh Gunner had ſhot 
atthem, and that they perfeQly deſcrycd and ſaw 
kim, although che Engliſh-mcn ſecme to deny it. |

Whereby altering of theys firſt purpoſe, the Ge- 
nerall of the Netherlanders refolued to land ypon 


the inward part of the Iſland of Bazdz, there to cn. 


eampe themſelues, and then to poe vp vpon the 
 Hilles,and there to plant there Ordinance, and to 
that end vyponthe 8.of March, 1 6 2 r. landing with 
17.Companies betweene Comver and Ortatten, they 
marched along the ſhoreſide, within the reach of 
three Pieces of great Ordinance lent then by the 
Engliſhmen, and not long betore planted there, 
whereby it they had marched forward many of our 
men had been \laine, and ſo wee ſhould Haue found 
no place thereto encampe our ſelues, but the Ene- 
my from the Hilles would hauc dominecr'd ouer 
vs, no1man knowing what counſell to giue, whereby 
wee might get vp vpon the hilles, The way where- 
on aboue Three yeares before wee had beene, being 
all intrenched, whereupon the Generall determi- 
ned to enter againe into his Ship with the whole 
Army, to take another courſe. They of 3-vdanot 
once purſutng after vs, but with tlowring and moc- 
king let vs goe, and fo thinking thereby that they 
had gotten the vpper hand of vs, moſt part ofthem 
brought their Vines and Children againe into 
Lontor. Aﬀter theſe two enterprizes, partly hindred 
by the Engliſh Ordinance, were in thatminer croſt, 
1he Generall for a third reſolution, determined to 
aſlayle the great Ifland of Zands, on both fides, that 
ison the inner fide of the Land with 6, Companies, 
and on the South ſide with 10. Companies. That 
they on the Inner fide ſhould land an houre _ 
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£aites, and Sammer, preſently torſooke their Townes 


theothers ſhouldland, by that meanes to draw the 
enemy forth,and ſo to make place on the other fide, 
while a Company of choſen men ſhould land on 
the Northdide, to climbe vp vpon the Hilles,and o- 
thers in ether places of the land ſhould alſo bee in a 
readineſſe, being 330. perſons, whereof 150. were 
Musketicrs, appointed for the manning and aſhu- 
ring of 30.Boates which the ſaid|Company would 


bring on the Sourh (ide of the Iſland. 


This was effetcd vponthe 11. of March, and ac- 
cordingly 6. Companics by breake of day, went on 
Land berweene Combey and Ortatien, Captaine Yop- 
heel wich certaine choſen Souldiers marching for- 
ward, who climbing vp vpon the hilles, found ſuck 
reſiſtance, that all their powder being ſpent, they 
were in great danger to bee ſpoyled, but being well 
followed and ſcconded by the reſt, the enemy was 
forced to retire, and while this skirmiſh continued, 
theother 10,Companicslaadingout of the ſaid 39. 
Boats, wene on ſhore vponthe South ſide of Bends, 
ina ſmall Bay, ſome with Laders and others wich- 
.outclimbing vp vpon the Cliffes, and being gotten 


wp, they marched to the backfide of Loyror withour 


any reſiſtance, but onely thoſe that ſer vpon the firſt 
croopes,being ſome 10.0r 20.Musketiers,by whom 
one of our men wasſlaine,and 4.or 5.hurt, whereby 
ZLoztor was taken on the South fide by the ſaid 10. 
Companies, while the other 5. Companies skirmi- 
ſhed with thoſc of Baxds vpon the Hils and afſoone 
as Lontor was taken, thoſe of Madianys, Luchwy, Or-

in the faid I{land. VVhen they of Bands ſaw the a- 


. foreſaid 3o.Boares, they thought wee would hauc 


ſayicd roundabout the Land. as wee had done three 
times before, whereupon making no reckning of 
O - landing, they were ſodainly ſurprized by breake 
of day. 

Aſſoone as Zomoy with the reft of the places a- 
foreſaid were won, the reſt of them of Bands,namely 
Slamma, Comber , Owendender,wayer,and thoſe of the 
Iſlands of RoſÞvgy, and Fulorow, made compoſition 
with vs, which wee graunted vpon condition, 
that they ſhould breake downe their Forts and 
walles,and giue vnto vs their Shor,Picces and Mul- 

kers,&c. Which by them being done, all of them 
cogether, according to their Contract and promi- 
ſes, yeclded to holde their Conatrics and Lands,of 
the Lords the generall States of the vnited Nether- 
fand Preuinces, promiſing to doe whatſocuerthey 
ſhould be commaunded, and acknowledge the ſaid 
Lords the generall Scmes for their Soucraignes, 
not withſtanding their former Oathes taken vate 
any others. | 
Thoſe of Lowor and others being firſt ouercome 
®nd vanquiſhed, and that ſaucd themaſelues among 
others of Bandz, alſo asxed pardon and ſought for 
Peace, which was granted vnto them vpon the con- 
dition aforeſaid, thoughtheythardly held the ſame, 
and ſecretly ſought to begin a new tcbellion, and 
were commaunded bythe Generall to ſhew them- 
ſelacs all rogether vpon the Strand,thatthey might 
dce appointed in ſome other conuenicnt _ 
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liue as fellow Cittizens freely together, without the 
loffe of their goods which «ay en had. VVhere- 
unto ſome of chem obayed, but the greateſt patt 
fled vpon the high Mountaines m the great Iſland 
of Bands, to whom alſo many ether Townes refor. 
rcd,and flew a Netherland Marchant,oneorthecr,and 
a Boy, where they were encloted and hindred from 
viduals by our men, By this mcancsall the Townes 
and Places in Banda were WOone , and made ſure, 
onely Puleron, which was not medled withall, be 
—__ they of Banda therein behaued themſclues 
peaceably,tfor the ayde,er rather the ſeruice of thoſe 
of Puleron. The Engliſh-men planted nine Pecces 
of Ordnance vpon a Frall Tiand in Pulcron, hauing 
entrenciied tae ſame : and when thoſe of Pulcron, 
according to the compoſition , were to yecld vp 
their Armes, and diſfatme themſelues , as they wil- 
lingly did yet our Generall did not once ſpeake of 
thoſe nine peeces of Ordnance ſtanding in the ſaid 
{mall Ifland, becauſe the Engliſh-mcn ſhould haue 
no cauſe to make any queſtion, that our men had 
done any thing againſt their Fort or men.
